under unfavoiable conditions, generally 
i poor hospital patient who is not likely 
o ha\e tiieads to cause trouble in ease of 
siluie. If the patient dies, the seeiet is 
^reserved in the bosom of the investigator 
ir shared with a few piofessionnl breth- 
ren; if the experiment is a success, all the 
world rejoices, aud the discoverer is •writ- 
en down in history as a benefactor of the 
"i«>. which he surely is. 


Nevertheless progress must be slow 


ind uncertain if investigation can only be 
MI lied on under such difficulties which, 
absolutely forbid all scientific investiga- 
ion in many fields. In. the meantime 
iiiudreds of thousands of our fellow men 
n our own country alone are dying annu- 
illv of diseases that should be under our 
control,-and all because our investigations 
nm'=t be confined almost exclusively to 
animals. 


And yet is not one human life worth, 


more than the lives of mApy animals? 
Are not the fives of hnniKeds of thou- 
sands of more account than the fe\v score 
of murderers whose lives are thrown 
awaj annually for the sake of vengeance? 
\Ve cannot afford to waste a single hu- 
man life, not even, the life of a murderer, 
aecause his life may be used to save 
countless lives.—American Journal of So- 
ciology. 


MOTHER LOVE FOR A CALF. 


Battle Royal In "Which m. Cow De- 


fend* Her Yonmeeitt. 


The calf, having nursed sufficiently and 


feeling his baby legs tired of the -weight 
they had not yet learned to carry, laid 
himself down. On this the cow shifted her 
position. She turned half round and lifted 
her head high. As she did so a scent of 
peril was borne in upon her fine nostrils. 
She recognized it instantly. With a snort 
of anger she sniffed again, then stamped 
a challenge with, her fore,hoofs and lev- 
eled the lance points of Her horns toward 
the mena<<fe.

The cow, on the other hand 
though mutilated and streaming witl 
blood, kept pounding with her whole mas 
sive weight and with short, tremendon 
shocks crushing the breath from her foe' 
ribs. 


Presently, wrenching herself free, the 


cow drew off for another batterin. 
charge, and as she did so the bear hurlec 
herself violently down tbe slope-ami gain 
ed her feet behind a dense thicket of ba; 
shrub. The cow, with one eye blinded 
glared around for her in vain, then, in a 
pnnic of mother terror, plunged back 
her calf.—Frank Leslie's Monthly.

"The traditional 
samisen, a three stringed guitar, follows 
the petfoimer like a curse from start to 
finish. Unless he pitched his voice above 
or below its notes he could not be heard." 
There is no doubt of the effect on the 
audience. 
Especially do the wonderful 


facial expressions oC the actors woik up- 
on the. women. 
A rush to the "tear- 


loorn1" during a pathetic passage is quite 
common. There the susceptible playgoer 
m.ij weep lior heart out in, comfort. 


As men and women are not allowed to 


appear on the same stage the female 
parts aie taken by men. On. tho other 
hand, at some theaters wheie the per- 
formeis aie all women you may see male 
parts sustained by acti esses. 
This is 


only one among tbe many conventions 
and restuctiotis which hamper the drama 
in Japan. Another is the extraordinary 
ascendency of tbe actor over the author. 
A successful actor is the darling of the 
people. 
Purses aro thrown a.t his feet 


as he walks toward tho stage, and love 
letters are s>eut to his dressing room, for 
"the Japanese matinee gill is very sus- 
ceptible." He may make £5,000 in four 
weeks. The author is only one member 
of a kind of committee which clevises the 
play, and his remuneration is trumpery.— 
London Academy.

The amount will 
be returned,' he added, *beforethe close of 
the -week.' 


T was astonished, very naturally, not 


only by his request, but by the matter of 
fact manner in which he preferred it. 
'But wns> in the world do you, apply to 
me?' 1 asked; 'I never saw you before and 
have no earthly interest in jour affairs.' 
•Well, sir, I am a religious man,* he re- 
plied, 'and I believe in special Providence. 
It is absolutely necessary for me to se- 
cure this assistance from somebody, and 
in passing your door a few moments ago 
something told me I \vonld find it here. 
The statement I made to you. regarding 
toy predicament may seem very meager,' 
he went on, 'but it would be childish to 
waste your time on details when I have 
no means at hand for confirming them.

which is certainly one of the most 
amusing developments of the solar 
theory. "Love," it is said, "laughs at 
locksmiths," but tbe connection be- 
tween the mandrake and "burgling" 
seems a little forced. There Is a tra- 
dition that the moonwort will unshoe 
horses if they step upon the plant, and 
similar powers have been attributed 
to the vervain and the mandrake. 


It is, on the other hand, still part of 


the rural lore of Oxfordshire, Buck- 
inghamshire and Hampshire that the 
root will Improve a horse's condition, 
but this seems to be founded upon the 
Identification of the mandrake \vith 
the bryony, which pTayed such a great 
part lu old English herbaliam., Tt is, 
however, more than doubtful ,wliethcr 
the plants belong to the same class. 
But both are alike In the curious 
wealth 
of legend which surrounds

For instance, when I was in London I 


frequently occupied part of my lunch 
hour by strolling down Ludgate hill and 
along Fleet street. Even rain was not a 
ercr.t deterrent, for the level paving of 
the side paths prevented the accumulation 
of puddles and made pedestrianisrn still 
possible and agreeable. Yet who would 
willingly wal'» in Chicago? But for the 
disillusion of the cable cars I should never 
visit her streets without being carried in 
imagination to the account given by his- 
torians of the London of the eighteenth 
century. It does not take long for the 
newcomer to learn that this is a city iu 
which it is always unwholesome and 
sometimes «fctal to take exercise. "When 
to the-roughness of the pavement and the 
filth of the roadway is added the' risk of 
slaughter at the crossings, it is cleoriy 
prudent to take -no excursions.- Ilttspite 
of the superficial evidences o'f bustle the 
net result °^ the American system is to. 
promote sedentary and homekeeping hab- 
its. 


I hnd an interesting illustration of this 


tendency of American life. I had been in- 
vited to dinner with a friend in an ad- 
joining suburb, but when the evening 
came I was unable to get to him. There 
had been a storm in the morning, a high 
wind, and so many of the poles were down 
that the troKey cars were not running. 
As a result of this gale we were cut off 
from our neighbcrs for at least two days. 
!f a similar storm bad visited London, 
there would probably have been some de- 
lay in the traBic while it was -raging, but 
as it would not have blown the horses to 
pieces within an hour or two the busses 
and trams, to say nothing of the hansoms, 
would have been as active as though 
nothing had happened. From this simple 
incident it can be seen how 'the system of 
suburban communication adopted in this 
country make it difficult to go 'gaddicg 
about. 


Again, there is scarcely anything more 


disconcerting to unsteady nerves than the 
unexpected visitations of the telegraph 
boy. 
At home one was always getting 


shocks of this kind. The cost of a mes- 
sage within the United Kingdom is only 
12 cents, so the yellow envelope often dis- 
turbs one's neace when the news it brings 
is comparatively unimportant. It is not 
right that quiet living persons should be 
needlessly aroused, and I am therefore 
glad to discover that iu this country no 
encouragement is given to the use of the 
telegraph except on affairs of serious mo- 
ment. 


Still more beatific is my emancipation 


from the persistent irritation of the post- 
man's knock. When I think of my daily 
experiences in London, S. E., the calm 
of my present situation seems almost sab- 
b.itic.
